Decea Radar Ltd have 
designed this type of radar for 
use by ships and on airfields, 
The set belng installed now 
on Tate’s Cairn ts of the samo 
type, Not only is It able to 
Rive very securate short term 
forecasts, but it also gives 
indications for long-term 
forecasts, 


This will be a definite cd- 
vuntige for sports fans in the 
Colony because the Observatory 
wll be able to tell exactly what 
the weather will be like and 
whether or not sports should be 
vurtailed indefinitely or for ao 
short period. 


Mr R. W. Clegg, writing on 
Wezther Radar for the Chinese 
Engineers Institute Journal in 
the Colony, said, “Typhoon 
warnings ure essential to everye 
body in a community living in 
ureas cffected by these supreme 
munifestations of nature's power, 
The timety issue of these warn- 
ings can be a matter of life or 
death, On the other hand short 
term, up to, say six hours— 
forecasts of rain, while not so 
vital, can be of great benefit to 
a community.” 


“The provision of warnings for 
ships in gort and engaged in 
working curgo $s a matter of 
hard dollars and cents to the 
shipping man. Warning of the 
likelihood of rain may mean 
nothing in terms of cash to the 
ordinary man in the street, but 
it can mean a lot in terms of 
convenience and pleasure—or 
lack of same." * 


In The Past 


“Time was when, if tho 
forecaster said the sun would 
shine from na cloudless sky, 
one grade the point of taking 
along one’s raincoat and um- 
brella to the office, while to 
go to the beach prepared to 
sunbathe was a certain way 
of ensuring that St would 
rain.” 


“Such lock of faith in weather 
_forccasty will become a thing of 
the past when ‘the local fore- 
casters are able to consult their 
weather radar,” 


Situated high up—necrly 2,000 
feet above sea level—on the 
Cairn, the radar has on unob- 
structed view to the south and 
southeast, --—--— ---- 

Typhoons gencrally form out 
in the Pacific and the China 
Sca malnly to the southeast of 
the Colony and’ up-to-now the 
Observatory: has -been at. a 
marked disadvantage in these 
_situatlons, for the. closer a 
typhoon comes to the ‘Colony, 
the harder it fs to determine 
where It will move next. 

But the radar should sec an
